ANNUAL  REPORT  for  the  Year  1909. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Committee. 


GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  to  report  that  there  were  247  deaths  during  the  year 
ended  December  31st,  1909,  being  10  more  than  in  1908,  but 
only  1  more  than  in  1907.  The  death-rate  per  1000  was  13*3,  or 
o*  1  more  than  the  average  of  the  previous  10  years  and  1/4  less 
than  the  national  death-rate  was  in  1908.  The  number  of  infants 
who  died  before  they  were  12  months  old  was  37,  being  11  less 
than  in  1908  ;  infantile  deaths  at  the  rate  of  93-6  per  1000  births, 
against  an  average  of  102*3  the  previous  10  years.  1  h1^  1S 
distinctly  encouraging.  There  were  395  births,  or  25 ,  less  than 
in  the  previous  year— 187  were  boys  and  208  girls. _  The  average 
birth-rate  oer  1000  was  21*3,  against  the  previous  decennial 
average  0^23.  The  natural  increase  of  population  was  148. 
Nineteen  persons  died  of  cancer,  being  1  more  than  died  the 
previous  year;  18  died  of  phthisis,  being  5  more  than  died  the 
previous  year  and  4  more  than  the  average  of  the  previous  10 
years.  The  annual  death-rate  per  1000  in  the  five  sub-districts 
was  as  follows  Binbrook  11*6,  Louth  (Rural)  137,  Saltfleet 
1  VS,  Tetney  13  4,  and  Withern  117.  Further  particulars  of  the 
births  and  deaths  will  be  found  in  Tables  I.  and  II.,  and  of  t  e 
deaths  only  in  IV.  and  V.  in  the  Appendix. 


EPIDEMIC  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  notifications  was  73.  The  previous  year 
only  28,  when  it  was  lower  than  it  had  been  since  1900.  Ihe 
decennial  average  for  the  period  ending  1908  was  62.  When  an 
infectious  case  is  notified  steps  are  at  once  taken  to  find  out  t  e 
cause  and  remove  it.  Instructions  are  given  respecting  isolation, 
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disinfection,  &c.,  and  disinfectants  usually  supplied.  When  the 
Medical  Attendant  reports  that  the  case  has  sufficiently  recovered 
the  house  is  disinfected  by  the  Inspector.  When  necessary  the 
Day  School  is  closed  and  is  disinfected  as  soon  as  possible. 
There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital,  the  houses  being  so  scattered 
that  it  is  thought  unnecessary.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the 
cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  : —

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Although  there  have  been  57  notifications,  there  has  been 
only  1  death,  which  was  that  of  an  infant  2  years  of  age,  at 
South  Willingham.  Fourteen  cases  were  notified  at  Holton-le- 
Clay  in  February  and  March,  four  houses  becoming  infected. 
Half  the  cases  were  in  one  house.  One  occurred  at  Waith  Top, 
where  the  disease  showed  itself  in  1902,  1905,  and  1907,  and  this 
probably  originated  the  Holton-le-Clay  cases.  The  School  had 
to  be  closed.  A  single  case  occurred  at  Aby  in  April,  and  an 
epidemic  broke  out  at  Ludford  at  the  end  of  May :  16  cases  were 
notified,  in  9  families,  and  the  School  had  to  be  closed.  In  July 
9  cases  occurred  at  Waith  in  1  house,  but  the  disease  did  not 
spread.  The  infection,  no  doubt,  either  came  from  Waith  Top 
or  Holton-le-Clay.  In  July  4  cases  were  reported  at  South 
Elkington  and  Elkington  Thorpe,  and  1  at  Acthorpe.  The 
School  was  temporarily  closed.  In  August  single  cases  were  ' 
notified  at  Withcall,  South  Somercotes,  Raithby,  and  Theddle- 
thorpe  All  Saints,  the  latter  being  imported  from  Spilsby.  In 
September  2  cases  were  reported  at  South  Elkington  in  1  house, 
and  single  cases  at  Cadeby  Hall  Cottages  and  Strubby.  In 
November  and  December  single  cases  occurred  at  South 
Willingham  and  Withern. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

Four  cases  of  this  disease  have  been  reported,  and  all 
recovered.  The  first  was  in  February  at  Grainthorpe.  A  young 
man,  aged  21,  came  home  from  Grimsby  suffering  from  it.  The 
other  3  cases  were  at  Ludford.  One  was  at  Broco  Hill,  notified 
on  June  23rd.  The  patient,  a  lady  of  54  years  of  age,  had  a  very 
severe  attack.  Serious  sanitary  defects  were  found  on  the 
premises.  These  I  brought  to  your  notice,  and  they  were 
duly  remedied.  The  other  2  cases  were  at  the  Mill  House. 
One,  a  child,  aged  3,  was  taken  in  July,  and  n  days  later  the 
mother,  aged  25,  caught  the  disease.  The  premises  were 
sanitary  ;  but  scarlet  fever  was  epidemic  in  the  village,  and  the 
drainage  was  in  a  bad  state. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

There  were  three  notifications.  A  mild  case  occurred  at 
Holton-le-Clay.  There  was  no  nuisance  on  the  premises,  the 
drinking  water  was  good,  and  the  patient  recovered.  The  case 
of  a  girl  at  Tetney,  aged  n  years,  was  reported  on  May  9th.  I 
found  the  house  and  premises  in  good  sanitary  condition,  and  the 
drinking  water  was  excellent ;  but  the  child  had  attended  the 
Day  School,  and  I  fear  its  insanitary  condition  caused  her  illness. 
I  reported  this  to  you,  making  certain  recommendations  of  which 
you  approved,  and  it  being  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  School 
authorities,  the  School  was  closed  and  put  into  a  satisfactory 
state.  On  May  1st  a  case  occurred  at  Lambcroft,  which  proved 
fatal.  The  patient  was  a  woman  57  years  old,  and  drank  rain 
water  from  the  roof  of  the  house.  I  found  it  contained  nitrites, 
and  was  otherwise  impure,  and  advised  the  people  to  get  their 
water  from  a  farmer  who  fetches  it  from  Binbrook.  Just  before 
her  illness  she  spent  two  days  at  Plolton-le-Clay  with  a  family 
whose  milk  supply  comes  from  a  farm  to  which  several  cases  of 
enteric  fever  have  been  traced,  and  some  apparently  to  the  milk. 
A  lady  at  Grimsby  who  was  in  the  habit  of  drinking  milk  from 
that  farm  after  it  had  been  boiled,  one  day  omitted  this  precau¬ 
tion  and  drank  two  or  three  half  glasses  in  a  raw  state.  This 
was  soon  followed  by  a  severe  attack  of  the  fever.  I  had  a 
sample  examined  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association  bacterio- 
logically,  but  with  a  negative  result.  The  Inspector  and  I 
examined  the  premises,  and  also  the  cows  and  cowsheds,  and 
found  all  satisfactory.  There  had  been  no  illness  amongst 
either  man  or  beast,  and  the  farrier’s  services  had  not  been 
required  for  an  unusually  long  time.  I  analysed  the  drinking 
water  and  found  it  good.  The  human  excreta  I  found  had  been 
lately  covered  with  earth,  which  was  satisfactory.  I  consulted 
Dr.  Glegg,  and  he  very  kindly  made  enquiries  on  the  spot,  and 
obtained  samples  of  urme  from  two  persons  whom  we  suspected 
might  be  “  typhoid  carriers,”  but  a  bacteriological  examination 
failed  to  detect  any  typhoid  bacilli. 
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PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

There  has  been  one  notification  only.  This  was  at  Ludford, 
the  cause  probably  being  autogenetic  The  patient,  aged  30, 
succumbed  to  the  disease. 


MEASLES. 

There  were  epidemics  of  this  disease  at  Theddlethorpe  in 
January,  necessitating  the  closure  of  the  Church  School ;  at 
North  Thoresby  in  October,  November,  and  part  of  December; 
and  at  Tetney  in  December.  There  was  no  fatal  case.  The 
Schools  had  to  be  temporarily  closed. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

This  disease  was  only  fatal  in  one  case.  This  occurred  at 
Ludborough  in  August,  the  patient  being  an  infant  7  months  old. 

INFLUENZA. 

This  disease  has  caused  6  deaths,  half  being  of  persons  of  65 
and  upwards.  An  epidemic  at  Grimoldby  in  March  necessitated 
the  temporary  closure  of  the  School. 


SANITARY  WORK. 

I  propose  now  to  summarize  the  other  sanitary  work  done 
during  the  year.  Both  the  Inspector  and  I  have  made  systematic 
inspections  of  the  district.  The  following  is  the  Inspector’s 
report : — 

150  Notices  have  been  served  during  the  year  for 
the  abatement  of  Nuisances,  &c. 

90  Houses  have  been  cleansed  and  disinfected. 

12  New  House  Drains  have  been  constructed. 

10  Sewage  Tanks,  Cesspools  and  Drains  have  been 
cleaned  and  opened  out. 

12  Foul  Dykes  have  been  cleaned  out. 

8  Schools  which  had  been  closed  on  account  of 
infectious  disease  have  been  cleansed  and 
disinfected. 

42  Visits  have  been  made  to  Bakehouses. 

50  Visits  have  been  made  to  Manure  Works. 

20  Visits  have  been  made  to  Butchers’  Slaughter 
Houses. 

4  New  Wells  have  been  sunk. 

4  Wells  have  been  cleaned  out. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  are  no  Waterworks  in  the  district,  none  being 
necessary.  The  supply  is  chiefly  by  pumps,  from  artesian  wells 
and  overflowing  springs,  but  there  are  a  few  surface  wells.  Each 
house,  or  set  of  houses,  is  supplied  according  to  circumstances, 
some  of  the  Wold  villages  having  their  water  pumped  up  by 
rams.  The  water  is  generally  good.  Where  it  is  impure  in  any 
degree,  action  is  taken,  by  your  orders,  to  secure  a  wholesome 
supply  within  a  reasonable  distance.  I  have  analysed  22 
samples  of  drinking  water  :  16  were  good,  1  bad,  and  5  impure 
in  a  minor  degree. 

DRAINAGE. 

The  district  is  wholly  rural,  part  being  inland  and  part 
maritime.  About  half  of  it  is  flat,  and  called  “  The  Marsh,” 
although,  through  being  properly  drained,  it  has  ceased  to  be 
marshy.  The  other  half  forms  part  of  the  Wolds,  and  so  is  very 
hilly.  The  houses  are  scattered,  there  being  88  parishes,  with, 
at  the  last  census,  4430  inhabited  houses,  spread  over  140,000 
acres.  Consequently  very  few  systems  of  drainage  are  required, 
the  houses  being  drained  according  to  their  position  and 
surroundings  and  the  requirements  of  each  individual  case.  A 
systematic  inspection  of  the  district  is  carried  on  throughout  the 
year,  the  Inspector  visiting  from  20  to  30  houses  daily.  The 
sewage,  house  refuse,  and  excrement  are  all  disposed  of  by  being 
mixed  with  the  land,  either  in  the  gardens  or  fields.  Generally 
cesspools  are  made,  the  overflow  going  into  the  nearest  dyke. 
These  cesspools  when  full  are  cleaned  out,  and  the  sludge  mixed 
with  the  land.  If  there  is  no  cesspool,  the  refuse  is  put  on  the 
garden.  There  is  no  scavenging.  All  the  notices  for  the  abate¬ 
ment  of  nuisances  have  been  effectual  where  there  has  been  time 
for  them  to  mature.  The  systems  of  drainage  worked  by  your 
authority  at  North  Somercotes,  Binbrook,  Aby  and  Holton-le- 
Clay  have  had  due  attention  and  have  worked  satisfactorily. 

The  Clerk  and  I  were  present,  at  your  request,  at  an  inquiry 
held  in  the  Town  Hall  by  Mr.  Drury,  C.E.,  respecting  the 
proposed  scheme  of  sewage  disposal  for  the  town  of  Louth, 
prepared  by  Mr.  Baldwin  Latham.  The  scheme  was  found 
satisfactory,  and  will  be  of  much  benefit  to  our  district,  especially 
as  respects  the  parishes  of  Keddington  and  Alvingham.  The 
drainage  of  Ludford  during  the  summer  was  found  defective, 
and  by  your  orders  put  into  proper  working  order.  The  drain¬ 
age  of  Keddington  and  South  Reston  has  received  much 
attention,  and  you  appointed  sub-committees  to  report.  In  each 
case,  after  careful  consideration,  their  recommendations  were 
adopted  and  are  being  carried  out.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year 
I  was  asked  to  report  upon  the  site  of  a  proposed  Church  Room 
at  Trusthorpe,  to  which  an  objection  had  been  made  that  it  was 
insanitary.  After  careful  inspection  the  Inspector  and  I  were 
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able  to  say  that  it  was  quite  sanitary,  and  the  room  has  since 
been  built  and  proves  a  great  benefit  to  the  parish. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

Two  houses  at  Ludford  which,  on  account  of  their  extreme 
dampness  were  unfit  for  occupation,  were,  by  your  orders,  put 
right.  New  houses  have  been  erected  at  North  Thoresby, 
Tetney,  Maidenwell,  Maltby-le-Marsh  and  Eudford  Parva. 

SCHOOLS. 

As  usual,  infectious  diseases  have  considerably  hindered 
School  work,  and  the  question  of  their  closure  has  often  had  my 
serious  consideration.  Latierly  I  have  had  the  great  advantage 
of  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  Chief  School  Medical  Officer, 
who  in  the  case  of  Tathwell  came  specially  from  Lincoln  to 
consult  with  me  upon  the  advisability  of  closing  the  School. 
The  Schools  at  Holton-le-Clay,  Theddlethorpe,  North  Thoresby, 
Belleau,  Grimoldby,  Ludford,  Elkington  and  Tetney  have  had 
to  be  temporarily  closed.  The  sanitary  state  of  the  buildings 
has  had  a  good  deal  of  my  attention.  Marshchapel  School, 
which  at  the  end  of  last  year  was  undergoing  thorough  repair,  is 
row  in  an  excellent  condition.  Parkinson’s  new  patent  closets 
have  been  put  in  and  are  answering  well,  improved  ventilators 
have  been  fixed,  and  a  large  new  window  placed  at  each  end  of 
the  large  room.  There  have  also  been  other  structural  altera¬ 
tions  and  improvements  made.  The  ventilation  of  North 
Thoresby  School  has  been  improved.  Sanitary  defects  were 
found  in  Ludford  School,  and  these  have  been  rectified.  Sanitary 
improvements  have  been  made  at  North  Somercotes.  Burwell 
School  has  been  much  improved,  two  old  windows  have  been 
removed  and  replaced  by  new  ones  a  third  larger,  and  a  new 
window  has  been  put  in  facing  the  south.  A  case  of  enteric 
fever  at  Tetney,  apparently  due  to  the  insanitary  condition  of 
the  School,  having  occurred,  I  gave  a  certificate  advising  its 
closure  until  it  could  be  made  right.  You  approved  of  this,  and 
the  Education  Authority  at  Lincoln  sent  over  their  Inspector, 
who,  with  Dr.  R.  Ashleigh  Glegg,  examined  the  School  and 
premises  and  approved  of  my  action.  New  floors  were  put  in, 
replacing  the  old  ones  (which  had  been  down  50  years)  with 
properly  constructed  ones  made  with  the  latest  improvements. 
Improved  ventilators  were  fixed,  a  new  system  of  drainage  put 
down,  and  Parkinson’s  patent  closets  fixed.  The  School  drain¬ 
age  was  also  connected  with  the  new  sewer  close  by,  and  the 
sewer  itself  completed.  I  suggested  an  improvement  in  Grain- 
thorpe  School,  of  which  you  approved,  and  which  has,  1  believe, 
been  carried  out.  The  Inspector,  the  Clerk,  and  I  were 
requested  by  you  to  draw  up  regulations  for  connecting  sewers 
with  drains.  This  we  did,  and  they  received  your  approval,  and 
their  adoption  has  been  advertised  in  the  local  papers. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  Manure  Works  at  Binbrook,  Marshchapel,  North 
Thoresby  and  Tetney  Lock  have  worked  very  satisfactorily 
during  the  year. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  and  MILKSHOPS. 

These,  which  are  20  in  number,  have  each,  as  usual,  been 
visited  twice  during  the  year  and  found  in  good  order. 


The  FACTORY  and  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

This  Act  has  very  little  operation  in  this  district,  which  is 
wholly  rural.  It  applies,  however,  to  Bakehouses.  Forty-two 
inspections  have  been  made  and  a  general  compliance  found  with 
its  provisions.  None  are  underground.  Section  22  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  has  been  adopted  by  you, 
but  no  standard  of  suitability  of  sanitary  accommodation  for 
persons  employed  in  factories  and  workshops  has  been  found 
necessary. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

As  has  been  our  custom  now  for  several  years,  the  dwellings 
of  all  who  have  died  of  Phthisis  have  been  disinfected,  and  the 
Inspector  has  explained  to  the  relatives  why  this  is  necessary, 
and  given  them  a  copy  of  the  leaflet  I  prepared  pointing  out  the 
precautions  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 
There  are  no  Isolation  Hospitals  in  the  district  for  its  treatment, 
but  I  would  suggest  that  an  excellent  position  might  be  found 
for  a  Sanatorium  on  the  Wold  Hills,  where  patients  might  have 
all  the  advantages  of  one,  with  as  little  cost  as  possible.  There 
would  be  sea  air  from  the  German  Ocean,  and  beautiful  scenery, 
with  the  purest  air  ;  and  if  erected  on  the  gentle  slope  of  a  hill 
and  pine  trees  planted,  suitable  walks  might  be  made,  so  that 
exercise  could  be  taken  on  gentle  rising  ground,  duly  sheltered 
from  the  winds,  the  air  being  scented  with  emanations  from  the 
pines.  It  could  be  made  easily  accessible  by  train  or  motor  car. 
At  your  request  I  prepared  a  memorandum  explaining  the  new 
administrative  measures  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  in 
parish  cases  put  forth  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  I  have 
endeavoured  to  put  them  into  practice,  and  you  have  on  my 
recommendation  approved  of  supplying  gratuitously,  in  suitable 
cases,  spit  bottles  for  the  pocket  for  out-door  use,  and  others  for 
in-doors.  Six  notifications  have  been  received  under  the  Public 
Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1908  Act.  I  have  made 
enquiries  of  the  medical  attendants  respecting  the  condition  of 
the  patients,  and  made  special  journeys  to  North  Somercotes, 
Binbrook  and  Withern,  and  seen  the  patients,  with  their 
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respective  doctors,  giving  advice  as  to  the  prevention  of 
infection,  sanatorium  treatment,  &c,,  and  in  one  case  I  took 
advantage  of  your  membership  of  the  Clinical  Research  Associa¬ 
tion  and  had  a  specimen  of  sputum  examined,  when  it  was 
found  that  no  tubercle  bacilli  were  present.  In  one  case  the 
notification  had  been  sent  in  error,  as  the  patient  was  not  in  the 
receipt  of  relief  from  the  parish. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Committee  for  their  continued  kindness  and  courtesy  to 
me  during  the  year.

Note. — The  deaths  to  be  included  in  Column  7  of  this  table  are  the  whole  of 
those  registered  during  the  year  as  having  actually  occurred  within  the  district  or 
division.  The  deaths  to  be  included  in  Column  12  are  the  number  in  Column  7, 
corrected  by  the  subtraction  of  the  number  in  Column  10  and  the  addition  of  the 
number  in  Column  11. 

By  the  term  “Non-residents”  is  meant  persons  brought  into  the  district  on 
account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  and  dying  in  public  institutions  there  ;  and  by  the 
term  “Residents”  is  meant  persons  who  have  been  taken  out  of  the  district  on 
account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  and  have  died  in  public  institutions  elsewdiere. 

The  “Public  institutions ”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these 
Tables  are  those  into  which  persons  are  habitually  received  on  account  of  sickness 
or  infirmity,  such  as  hospitals,  workhouses  and  lunatic  asylums.  A  list  of  the 
Institutions  in  respect  of  the  deaths  in  which  corrections  have  been  made  should 
be  given  on  the  back  of  this  Table.
